Teutonic Defense Is Deter- 
mined at Drocourt-

French Continue Artillery

BRITISH HEADQUARTERS IN 


FRANCE, via London, April 24.—The 
resistance of the German armies ap- 


pears to increase in accordance with 
the nearness of the British approach 
to the Hindenburg positions. This is 
particularly true along, the present 
front, where the threat is against the 
Drocourt-Queant switch line which is 
depended upon by the Germans as the 
connecting link between their lines 
north of St. Quentin and svuth of 
Lille. This is the switch toward 


‘which the Germans are falling back 


slowly but surély as a result of the 
turning of the top of the original 
Hindenburg line, running from just 
southeast of Arras toward Quevwnt. 

The fighting which began at dawn yes- 
terday beyond Arras increased in inten- 
sity last night. The ground gained by 
the British was won in the face of 
some of the most desperate fighting on 
the «part of the Germans since the war 
began. Trench warfare for the tims 
being is forgotten. The Germans, away 
from their deep dugouts where so often 
in the past they were inclined to seek 
refuge during a period of assault, were 
urged by their officers to make every 
sacrifice. During attack and counter 
attack the-cries of che officers te their 
men could be heard above the grinding 
tumult of battle. 

Spirit of Present Fighting. 

‘"This is the last and deciding push, for 
we soon shall be able to hold out no 
longer,”’ reads the diary of a German 
officer who was captured yesterday. It 
is evidently in this spirit that the pres. 
ent fighting is going on. 

The struggles of the opposing troops 

about Monchy may be seen plainly from 
the neighboring hill tops. The patches 
of woods beyond Monchy have served as 
sheiter for the Germans in the last iv 
days, and it was behind these late yes- 
terday that the German commanders 
rallied their forces. With reserves 
brought up quickly they formed cou~’+r 
attacks against the newly advanced 
British positions where khaki-clad men 
were fighting from shell holes and shal- 
low bits ef trenches previously dug by 
the Germans. From these woods the 
Germans issued in great solid ranks. 
_ As they emerged the British artillery 
wae quick to spot them and shells be- 
wan to break in their midst. This in- 
terrupted their steady forward tramp. 
The line wavered and some men were 
retreating when the impulse from be- 
hind pushed them forward. They then 
broke into a run toward the British 
lines. The machine gun barrage closed 
upon them and they fell by scores. Brit- 
feh rifles spoke for a time and then, as 
the German waves rolled on, hand-to- 
hand fighting*ensued. The counter at- 
tack lasted half an hour before it was 
driven off. Within an hour another 
one was formed and so the day wore 
on. 

The British troops were awake an4 
on the alert all Sunday night preparing 
for their attack to be made at dawn 
Monday. They fought all that day, all 
of last night and were fighting again 
today. The artillery was keeping up 
what may be termed a perpetual bar- 
rage. 

Monchy Is Merely Ruins. 

While the fighting was raging al! 
about Monchy, which remains an outer 
sentinel of the British advance and the 
last commanding point between Arras 
and the Drocourt line, the Germana 
were shelling that village remorseless- 
ly. It was difficult to recognize Mon- 
chy as the village taken by the Brit- 
ish 12 days ago. Then all the houses 
were standing and three bed-ridde. 
French clyilians were found still living 
there. Happily, they were removed to 
& hospital behind the British lines, for 
Monchy today is but a jagged collec- 
tion of ruins. The Germans, having it 
thoroughly located, wreaked their ven- 
geance upon it with every caliber of 
their available artillery. Yesterday the 
village Was constantly obscured by tre- 
mendous clouds of stacke and brick dust

$7,000,000,000 WAR BILL 


Authorizes Sale of %$5,000,00000 in 
Bonds and $2,000,000,000 in Treas-

WASHINGTON, April 
Wilson today signed the war bond bill 
authorizing the sale of $5,000,000,000 in 
Government bonds and $2,000,000,000 in 

treasury certificates. 

Some of the $,000,000,000 war bonds 
probably will be on the market on or) 
before June 1. 

It is probable, although definite plans 
have not been made, that the bonds will 
be put on the market a few at a time, 
according to the needs of the alHMes for 
a drawing account to avoid swamping 
the investment ewes by the huge is- 
sue. -

bonds. The ovembuscription to the 
first issue of treasury certificates under 
the bond bill continues to grow.

George from the Russian army for 
bravery displayed on the Kove) front 
while she was attached to the Russian 
Guards.

1 Predicts to Security League Dele- 


gation That It Will Not Be 
Authorized by Congress. 


THREE ST. LOUISANS FOR IT 


Meeker, Dyer and Igoe State 
Positions After Getting 
Many Petitions. 


WASHINGTON, April *#—Speaker 
Clark today opposed the selective draft, 
and predicted it never would pass Con- 
gress, in receiving a delegation from the 
National Security League. 

Several hundred petitioasS bearing a 


million names, asking wongress to adopt 
the administration plan, were laid before 
the Speaker. 

“Conscription never will pass, in my 
opinion,” he said. “I am for letting the 
flower and youth of this counrry volun- 
teer before we fasten the disgrace of a 
draft upon them. The War Department 
is jumping around trying to bulldoze the 
people into passing this bill, and I don’t 
think they are going to do it.”’ 

Missouri members of Congress have 
received £0 many letters, téle- 
grams and petitions from con- 
stituents’ urging them to vote (for 
President Wilson’s conscription bill 
that Congressmen Meeker, Dyer and 
Igoe of St. Louis have announced that 
they will vote for the bill. United States 
Senator Stone, in response to telegrams 
and letters from evéry part of the State, 
also declared today that he would vote 
for the administration bill. 

Since the Post-Dispatch began print- 
ing’ coupon petitions to vote for the 
administration bill, letters, petitions and 
telegrams have been pouring in from 
St. Louis and surrounding territory. It 
is expected that the three St. Louis 
Congressmen will all make speeches on 
the floor of the House in support of the 
bill. 

Congressman Borland of Kansas City 
is also actively supporting the bill. It 
is belfeved that Speaker Clark an.l 
Congressmen Hamlin, Rucker and Boo- 
her are in favor of the volunteer sys- 


item. Senator Stone said that he had 
Hrecetved 


19 telegrams from Malden; Mo., 
urging him to vote for the President's 
measure. 

Congressman Meeker received today 2 
resolution from the Junior Citizens: of 
St. Louis, approving the war against 
Germany and placing the organization 
on record as favoring conscription. 
Among others who petitioned Meeker 
to vote for universal service were A. L. 
Shapleigh, president of the Shapleigh 
Hardware Co.; Henry T. Ferris, vice 
president of the Mortgage Trust Co.; 
Federation of Evangelical Brotherhoods, 
National Foreign Born Voters’ League, 
W. K. Bixby, J. L. Van Ornum, profes- 
sor of civil engineering, Washington 
University, and many other instructors 
of the university. He also received a 
letter from Mayor George H. Edwards | 
of Kansas City, inclosing a resolution | 
for conscription adopted at amass meet- 
ing attended by 2,000 people.

American’ Officials Make Heavy 
Demands for Information of 
Value in War. 


SERIES: OF CONFERENCES 


Gets Many Requests to Visit 
Other Cities but Probably Will 
Decline All. 


WASHINGTON, April 2%—Arthur 
James Balfour, British Foreign Secre- 
tary, spent today in consultation with 
other members of the British commis- 
sion on means to dispose of the enor- 
mous amount of work which has already 
developed. 

Officials of all the American adminis- 
trative departments having to do with 
conduct of the war, have indicated to 
the British information which would be 
of value and Mr. Balfour personally is 
trying to work out the means of secur- 
ing and distributing the results of n- 
gland’s experience to the best advan- 
tage. 

Invitations have been receiyed from 
all parts of the country asking Mr. Bal- 
four or other members of the commis- 
sion to visit them, but at present the 
British do not intend to take any time 
away from the capital. Mr. Balfour, 
deeply appreciative of the welcome, is 
neverthejess so completely the directing 


‘head of the commission that it might 


seriously cripple his conferences with 
the Government here ifthe left town. 

Mr. Balfour took luncheon today with 
Henry White, former Ambassador to 
France, and an acquaintance of many 
years’ standing, and passed the after- 
noon making and receiving official calls. 
This evening will come formal dinners 
by Secretaries Lansing, Baker and Dan- 
lels to the diplomatic, military and naval 
officials respectively, and afterward the 
Pan-American reception. 

At dinner tonight, Secretary Lansing 
will entertain Mr. Balfour; Secretary 
McAdoo will have Lord Cunliffe as his 
guest: Secretary Baker will have Gen. 
Bridges, and Secretary Daniels, Admiral 
de Chair. After dinner Secretary Lan- 
sing will give a reception at the Pan. 
American Building to allow members of 


| Congress and other. officials and promis. 


nent Americans to meet Mr. Balfour and 
his party. 

At these functions, as at the Presi- 
dent’s dinner, the British army officers 
will wear their khaki field service uni- 
forms, since dress uniforms have been 
barred during the war by the British 
Government.

Gardner announced today the names of 
the mén he has appointed members of 
the Missouri Council of Defense.

The Governor issued a formal state- 
ment, outlining the purpose and powers 
of the commiésion, in which he said:

‘4 To take the lead in all move- 
ments for assisting the farmer, also in 
exploiting the advantage of municipal 
and community gardening. Shall co- 
operate with the College of Agriculture, 
State Board of Agriculture and the Su- 
perintendent of Schools."

Makes No Charge for Approving 
Bonds at Home but. Ac- 
cepts Gifts. 


The clink of coins has made music 
on a parlor center tabie at the home of 
Judge Chauncey J. Krueger of the 


Court of Criminal Correction, at 3856 
West Pine boulevard, since the police, 
in the last few weeks, began making 
wholesale Sunday raids on saloons and 
lid clubs. 

There have been rumors about the 
Municipal Courts Building that Judge 
Krueger had been exacting and col- 
lecting a fee of $1 each for bonds which 
he accepted at his home on Sunday, 
following these raids. 

This was denied by the Judge today, 
with an explanation to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter which made the facts clear.’ 
Judge Krueger doesn't ask for the 
money. It is thrust upon him. 

“And So I Take It.” 

“IT do not accept any fees for ap- 
proving those bonds,” said the Judge. 
“When the bondsman asks me if there 
is any charge I tell him there is not. 
But sometimes they throw a dollar 
or two on the table, and they won't 
let me give it back, and so I take it. 

“Last Sunday I got $27 that way. 
In the last three Sundays I have taken 
in $60. Senator Mike Kinney was 
out at my house Sunday to give bonds 
for eight men. He wanted to give me 
$8, but I said that was too much. So 
he pulled back $8 and left $5 for me. 

“IT think that these rumors that I 
was exacting fees must have been 
put in circtlation by some profes- 
sional bondsmen who were offended 
because I didn’t let them sign all the 
bonds, but ocasionally permitted a 
business man to act as surety. 

“Like a Lot of Wild Men.” 

“While these lid club raids have been 
under way the bondsmen have started 
coming to my house at 8 a. m., on Sun- 
day, and they continue to come until 
midnight. They don’t know how to act. 
They come in like a lot of wild men and 
they spoil and wear out the old lady's 
carpets. I feel it is my duty to re- 
main at home on Sunday and accept 
these bonds because otherwise a lot of 
innocent people would be kept locked up

French Artillery Active Near Hurte- 

bise and Craonue, 

PARIS, April 2%.—The artillery was 
very active last night in the vicinity of 
Hurtebise in thegFoulon Valley and 
near Cyaonne, says today’s official an- 
nouncement. French patrole took pris- 
oners. 

Two German attacks during the night 
were repulsed. in the Champagne there 
was grenade fighting. 

The statement follows: 

“In the region of St. Quentin and the 
Oise our artillery oiracted an effective 
counter fire at German batteries. Our 
patrols were very aotive, bringing back 
prisoners. Two German reconnoltering 
parties which attempted to approach 
our lines near Vancourt were repulsed 
with heavy losses. 

“Violent artillery fighting. occurred 

near Hurtebiss, in the Foulon Valley, 
and near Craonne. We made progress 
and improved our positions on the pla- 
tea of the Chemin dea Dames and near 
Juvingourt we captured a German post. 
‘Two rman surprise attacks northeast 
of Rheims were repulsed. We toox 
prisoners. 
' “In the Champagne there was grenade 
fighting during which we took prigon- 
ers. We directed with success a bom- 
bardment against the enemy's lines of 
communication. Near Eparges ono of 
our reconnoitering parties penetrated 
the German lines and brought back 
prisoners, after destroying several she:- 
ters. .

BITTER FIGHT

HAT is apparently the bitterest 
W fighting of the present Angio- 
French offensive ig raging today 
along the Wotan line, the hastily organ- 
ized position east of Arras to which tho 
Germans retired when the northern end 
of the Hindenburg line was turned by 
Gen. Haig. The Germans are putting 
forth a supreme effort to hold this vital 
portion of their defenses, the crumbling 
of which Would expose Douai and (‘am 
brai and bring into prospect another 
great retreat.

Subpenas ltesued for Number of Wit- 
nesses; Appeal to Women Urges 
Them Not to Hoard Supplies. 

The Federal grand fury will resume 
its inquiry into the high price of food. 
supplies next Tuesday, it was announced 
today, when subpenas were issued for 
witnesses. . 

An appeal to St. Louis housewives to 
stop buying supplies in larger quantities 
than they neef, for the purpose of 
hoarding them, was issued by William 
H. Woodward, assistant United States 
District Attorney 

At Cupples Station, ft was learned, 31 
carloads of sugar were received in the 
last 15 days of March and © carloads in 
the first 15 days of April. Rectipts at 
other points showed a like decrease in 
sugar. However, @ cars are now en 
route to St. Louis, and dealers predict 
that, with a fuller supply, the retail 
price will fall from 12 cents to 9 or 8 
cents a pound. 

There are now about 20 carloads of 
sugar in St. Louls. This is sufficient 
to meet the city’s normal demand. 

There is no shortage in flour, there 
being 90,000 barrels of flour now in Bt. 
Louis. The rice supply is adequate, one 
concern having on hand 10,000 i-pound 
sacks.

WEEK FORECAST 


Vote May Be Reached in the 
House Thursday and Ex- 
pected in the Senate by 
Saturday at the Latest; 
Debate on Measure in Both 
Houses Continues. 


DRAFT LIKELY TO 
WIN IN THE SENATE 


Opposition to Conscription 
Strong in the House but 
the Administration Forces 
Are Confident That It 
Will Go through. 


WASHINGTON, April 24.—Passage of 
the war army bill by the end of the 
week was forecast today upon the as- 
sembling of Congress. 

General debate on the measure con- 
tinued in both houses. A vote may be 
reacned in the House Thursday and 
in the Senate by Saturday at the latest. 

Representative Harrison of Virginia, 
arguing for conscription in the House 
debate, quoted from a letter from Thom- 
as Jefferson in 1813 to James Monroe, 
urging that “the country train and clas- 
sify the whole of its citizens.” 

Representative Chandler, New York, 
insisted Jefferson did not necessarily 
mean conscription. 

“The very next year after that letter 
Was written,”’ remarked Representative 
Osborne of California, “this country not 
having heeded its advice, the British 
invaded Washington and burned this 
very Capitol.’’ 

When the Senate resumed debate, Sen- 
ator Chamberlain, in charge of the bill, 
said he would not seek to fix a time for 
a vote before tomorrow. 

Senator Lafollette of Wisconsin of- 
fered an amendment for later discus- 
sion to establish a system of tribunals, 
local, state and national, to determine 
exemptions from draft. 

Attention is focussed mainty on the 
House, where opposition to the adminis- 
tration’s plan for raising an army by 
selective draft is strongest. Despite this, 
however, administration leaders are con- 
fident of success. 

In the Senate passage of the bill vir- 
tually without modification is expected. 


Speeches in the House. 


Most of the speeches in the House 
yesterday were in favor of the adminis. 
tration plans, after Representative 
Dent, Chairman of the Military Com- 
mittee, had made an opening statement, 
earnestiy supporting the bill as amended 
by his committee to authorize calls for 
volunteers, with provision for applying 
the draft only if the volunteer system 
fails. Representative Kahn of Califor- 
nia, ranking Republican of the Commit- 
tee, appeared im the unique position of 
Spokesman for the President and leader 
of the administration forces. 

Representatives McKenzie 
Crago (Pennsylvania), Olney (Massa. 
chusetts), Lunn (New York), Green 
(Vermont), Adamson (Georgia) and oth- 
ers spoke for the draft as the only ef- 
fective method of raising the army 
needed. Representative Nichols of South 
Carolina joined Chairman Dent in cham- 
ploning the volunteer plan. 

Senatérs Wadsworth and Weeks, vig-' 
orously advocating the draft, and Sen- 
ator Thomas as strongly opposing it, 
made the principal addresses in the 
Senate. 

Chairman Chamberlain of the Senate 
committee said he might seek unani- 
mous consent tomorrow for a vote then 
or Thursday. He said he did not now 
expect to endeavor to use the new clo- 
ture rule, because he was not certain 
he could get the two-thirds necessary 
to invoke it and because it might rer 
sult in more talk than would follow in 
the normal course. 

Senator Sherman suggested that, like 
President Lincoln,. the present execu- 
tive should have called for volunteers 
the declaration of 
War. Senator Nelson, a. Civil War vet- 
eran, sald Lincoin's call was for state 
militia—not volunteers. 

When Senator Wadsworth praised the 
War Department's policy of stimulating 
recruiting of present national guard 
organizations and discouraging forma- 
tion of new units, Senator Johnson of 
California asked if.an effective Amer- 
iean force could not be placed in Eu- 
rope sooner by using both the volun- 
teer and draft systems. 

"We're in war,'’ said Johnson.

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FIRST REGIMENT 
WILL ENCAMP Al 
MAXWELTON PARK 


Will Remain There Through 
Summer Unless Ordered 
Away From St. Louis. 


The First Missouri Infantry within 
a few days will go into open-air camp 
at Maxwelton Park on the St. Charics 
Rock road, nearly a mile west of 
Wellston. 

Unless ordered away from St. Louis 
sooner, the regiment will remain in 
camp at the park during the summer. 
The order to move from the regimen- 
tal armory, at Grand and Manchester 
avenues, where the troops have been 
quartered since the call to arms on 
March 26, will be made as soon as 
a supply of tents is received from 
the army stores at Philadelphia. The 
requisition has been granted and the 
tents are expected daily. 

A number of companies will continue 
on guard at bridges, waterworks and 
other stratezical points in the St. Louis 
industrial district. The other companies, 
and the headquarters, machine gun and 
supply companies, will be at the camp. 

Supply Company at Park. 

Already Maxwelton. Park has taken on 
a military aspect. The supply company 
is in camp there in 10 Sibley tents, and 
there are 101 mules and 48 horses ‘in a 
corral. Lieut. H. C. Venable is in 
charge of 38 men. 

Most of the horses will be used by 
staff officers, and by the Headquarters’ 
Company, which includes the regiment's 
scouts. The supply train gets 88 mules. 
The Machine Gun Company will have 16 
pack mules and eight horses. 

Four mules got away during the un- 
loading of cars. They are branded with 
the letters ‘“‘U. S.,"" and on their hoofs 
are their serial numbers, which are not 
known to the regiment. The finders are 
expected to return. the mules to the 
regiment. 
Almost all the horses and mules are 
rough, shaggy, lean and unshod. Most 
of them have not been broken to sad- 
die or to harness. The supply company 
has under way the work of ‘shoeing, 
clipping and fattening them, and later 
the men will begin training what they 
term the “rambunctious army mules.”’ 
Use of Park Donated, 
George E. Maxwell, owner of Maxwel- 
ton Park, has donated the use of the big 
tract to the Government for camp pur- 
poses. Officers of the regiment say it 
is an ideal site. 


Adjutant-General Donnelly, in an in- 
terview with a. Post-Dispatch reporter, 
censured business men of St. Louis for 
the failure of young men to offer their 
services to the regiment. Large corpo- 
rations, which the Adjutant-General 
thinks could afford to make some con- 
cessions in behalf of men of family 
who are willing to fight for their coun- 
try, have not displayed a desire to co- 
operate with the regiment. 


‘The spirit manifested by these cor- 
porations at the time the First Regiment 
was mobilized at Nevada for Mexican 
border service, last summer, has disap- 
peared entirely,” the Adjutant-Genera] 
stated. 

At that time, Gen. Donnelly pointed 
out, many men were given part sal- 
aries and some were ven paid in full 
for the time they were on the border. 
Lack of interest of firms has become 
such, he added, that they are not 
making any effort whatever to care 
for extremely needy cases of em- 
ployes who are in the regiment and 
who have dependents. 

Through this state of affairs, Gen. 
Donnelly explained, the regiment is 
losing many of its most valued non- 
commissioned officers. Because of 
the dependency act, these men were 
mustered out of the service, leaving the 
regiment without men sorely needed for 
the training of recruits. 


Having decided that recruiting in St. 
Louis has proved a failure, Gen. Don- 
nelly yesterday ordered all downtown 
recruiting offices of the regident closed, 
except the one at 701 Locust street. 
Enough men are not joining the regi- 
ment, he pointed out, to justify the 
expense of maintaining the recruiting 
branches. He asserts it is apparent that 
if sufficient recruits are te be had to 
bring the regiment to full war strength 
it will have to come through conscrip- 
tion, § 

Col. Donnelly feels that if a call to 
leave for duty came now. it would be 
a disgrace to the city to have to leave 


without a full complement of men.

ST, LOUISAN TO BE TRAINED FOR 
FRENCH ARTILLERY SERVICE 


Preston Lockwood, Rhodes Scholar, 
and Los Angeles Man First 
Americans Admitted to Branch. 
(Copyright, 1917, by Press Pub. Co.) 

PARIS, April 24.—The first American 
citizens ever accepted for service in 
the artillery branch of the French army 
are Dorsey Stephens of Los Angeles, 
and Preston Lockwood of 6710 Cates 
avenue, St. Louis, who passed their 
physical examinations today. 

Although they are nominally poilus on 
a salary of 5 cents daily, they will be 
accepted at the wonderful artillery 
training school at Fontainbleau within 
a month, as both are Rhodes Scholars 
at Oxford. 

Stephens has been working in Bel- 
gium with the American Relief Com- 
mission since the beginning of the war, 
and Lockwood has been an American 
ambulance driver at the front. Lock- 
wood did newspaper work in New 
York before entering Oxford. 


Lockwood is 2% years old, and is a son 
of George R. Rockwood, a lawyer. He 
wrote to his father in February for ap- 
proval of his plan to serve in the 
French artillery, and the approval was 
given by cable. He wrote that he pre- 
ferred to enlist with the French because 
of his experience in the French ambu- 
lance service in Alsace, and because 
commissions in the British army were 
too costly for himself and his com- 
rades at Oxford. 


CITY'S NEW BUILDING CODE 
BECOMES EFFECTIVE TODAY 


Affects Construction in Downtown 
District and Seating Arrange- 
ments in Public Halls. 

The new building code enacted by the 
Board of Aldermen became effective to- 
day. It provides that in the district 
from Broadway to Twelfth street and 
Chestnut street to Washington avenue, 
including both sides of these streets, 
only first-class buildings may nereafter 
be erected. This means that the build- 
ings must be of fireproof construction, 

with concrete floors and party walls. 

Twice yearly inspections of hotels and 
boarding houses are authorized, a fee 
of $2 for each inspection to be collected 
from owners or tenants. The inspec- 
tions will be for sanitation, fire pro- 
tection, exits, etc. 

The code also makes it a misdemeanor, 
punishable by fine of $25 to 3500, to 
change, without a permit from the 
building department, the seating ar- 
rangement of any convention hall, 
church, theater or place of amusement. 

The code algo makes provision for the 
erection of larger wooden garages and 
sheds in the city limits. Under the old 
code such buildings were limited to 300 
square feet of floor space. This was 
changed to 400. 


TUNNEL AT 3000-FOOT DEPTH 
UNDER FLOODED MINES PLANNED 


This Device to Reach Ore Failing, 
Alaska Company Will Try 
Cofferdamas. 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 244.—By tun- 
neling 2400 feet under Gastineau channel 
at a depth estimated at 300 feet, the di- 
rectors of the Treadwell group of mines 
on Douglas Island, Alaska, hope to mine 
the ore under the diggings destroyed by 
flood last Saturday night, according to 
F. W. Bradley. president of the Alaska 
Treadwell Gold Mining Co. Bradley said 
that should this fail. cofferdams might 
be built and the water pumped from the 
flooded district.

Near Fort Bellefontaine 
Construct Kitchen in a 
Hillside: 


An inspection yesterday by Maj. Ed- 
mund J. McMahon of the _ First 
Battalion, First Regiment, showed that 
the militiamen of Company A, on guard 
duty at the Chain of Rocks waterworks 
station and at the Burlington Bridge 
over the Missouri River near Fort 
Bellefontaine are rapidly adapting 


themselves to service conditions and*re- | 


quirements. 

At Fort Bellefontaine the men on duty 
have constructed what is said to be an 
exact replica of the type of field kit- 
chen now in use in Europe. The con- 
struction of the kitchen involved some 
trench digging practice, as it was cut 
into a hillside. Heavy timbers were in- 
stalled to support the roof and to form 
a partition between the kitchen and a 
storeroom, also cut out of the earth, 
The kitchen is equipped with a regula- 
tion field stove and an ice box. 

Private Charles Sumner is the regi- 
mental cook. Other men are detailed 
to look after the sleeping quarters. Some 
of the men sleep in a switchman’s 
shanty and others in a convested box 
car fitted with bunks. They have no 
mattresses, but they are prov:ided with 
bed sacks which they fill with dry 
grass and shucks. Their one complaint 
is that they need pillows. 

At the Chain of Rocks, the detachment 
of Company A stationed there has also 
had some practical experience in build 
ing barbed wire entanglements around 
the big settling basins. 

Here the men are housed in one of 
the new waterworks buildings known 
as the “head house.’ It is light, airy 
and comfortable, and has abundant 
bathing facilities. 

Private Robert Lloyd vesterday saw 
a fox terrier struggling in the Missis- 
sippi near the Chain of Rocks. He 
jumped in and rescued the dog, which 
has been adopted by the company as 
its mascot. 


‘WORLD WILL BE ASTONISHED AT 
MODERATE GERMAN PEACE TERMS’ 


Dusseldorf Paper Publishes Berlin 
Dispatch Which Says, “Democ- 
racy Is on the March,” 
AMSTERDAM, via London, April 24.~ 
In an obscure corner of its issue of 
Monday the General Anzeiger of Dus- 
seldorf publishes a Berlin press dis. 
patch that at a reception of foreign jour- 
nalists in Berlin ‘“‘the most reassuring 
Ceclarations’’ were given out concern- 
ing the democratic character of the new 
orientation as evidenced by the proposed 
legislation.

AUTO SLAIN AND 
COMPANION SHO} 


Chester Walcher Gets Revolver 
and Pursues Four Men Who 
Took His Machine. 


FIRES INTO SPEEDING CAR 


James Gallagher, 19, Dies and 
Thomas Harty Is Wounded; 
Police Hold Two Others. 


Chester Walcher, 27 years old, was 
chatting with his famity at his home, 
2%30 North Market street, at 9 o'clock 
last night when he heard an automo- 
bile being started up in front of the 
residence. He peered from a front win- 
dow and saw four youths driving away 
in his inclosed two-seated Ford. 

He called to his brothers, Edward and 
Robert, that his machine had been 
stolen. While Chester got a revolver, 
the other brothers ran to their garage 
and brought out a machine belonging 
to Robert, a chauffeur. 


Start After Thicves. 

The auto thievcs had disappeared, .but 
the three brothers continued east on 
North Market street, in the direction the 
thieves had taken. They drove to Mc- 
Kinley Bridge, and failing to sight «he 
stolen machine, continued about in 
North St. Louis for nearly an hour, in 
the hope of meeting the thieves. 

About 10 o’clock, when driving east or 
Cass avenue. the Walcher brothers 
sighted the stolen car a short distance in 
front of them. They caught 1p with 
it and called to the four ovcupants ‘Oo 
halt. Instead the youth at the wheel 
of the stolen machine increased speed 
and tried to escape. 

At Twenty-third street the Ford was 
turned north. They raced along for 
six blocks, and at Madison street the 
thieves started to turn west. Chester 
Walcher leaned over the side of his 
brother’s machine and emptied his re- 
volver pointblank into the stolen auto. 

Thetwo youths in the front seat of the 
stolen car toppled over wounded, and 
the machine, without anyone at the 
wheel, swerved into the gutter and 
struck a telephone post, smashing the 
radiator. 

Two Wounded, Two Arrested. 

The Walcher brothers stopped their 
car and ran back. They found the two 
youths in the front seat unconscious, 
and the two companions in the back 
seat huddled up and trembling. The 
Walchers ordered them to surrender and 
they put up their hands. 

Policemen, attracted by the shots, ar- 
rived quickly. The wounded youths were 
taken to the city hospital, where they 
were identified as James Gallagher, 19 
years old, a machinist, of 2238 Madison 
street, and Thomas Harty, 19, a laborer, 
of 2246 Madison street. They had been 
apprehended and wounded within a 
block of their homes. 

Gallagher died at 11:55 p. m. and sur: 
geons said Harty has no chance to re- 
over. Each had been shot in the head. 

Deny Being in Machine. 

The two prisoners and the Walcher 
brothers were taken to the North Mar- 
ket street station. The prisoners said 
they were Harry Hufendick, 19, of 
23444 Hebert street, and Edwarc Wiet- 
holder, 20, of 3417 Marcus avenue. 

The prisoners insisted they were not 
in the stolen machine, but had been at- 
tractea to the scene by the shots. Jflow- 
ever, they admitted knowing Gallagher 
and Harty. 

After the Walcher brothers told their 
story they were twieased. water, when 
the police were notified of Gallagher's 
death, Chester Walcher was rearrested 
and again released on the Coroner’s or- 
der. He gave his occupation as an en- 
gineer. 


MAN WOUNDED IN QUARREL 
OVER ‘DUTCH’ HESS MURDER 


Joseph Floyd, Said to Have Been 
Companion of Gang Victim, 
Will Not Tell Who Shot Him, 
Joseph Floyd, 2% years old, 
North Twenty-second street, who, the 
police said, was a companion of Ed- 
ward J. (Dutch) Hess, killed in a gang 
shooting two weeks ago, was shot in 
the abdomen last night in an alley near 

Fourteenth and Chestnut streets. 

A few minutes before the shooting 
Floyd had quarreled with a man at 
the bar of the Alamac Hotel, Four- 
teenth and Chestnut.

MACHINISTS AND FIREMEN ARE 
BADLY NEEDED BY THE NAVY 


Prospective Draft Bill Does Not Ap- 
ply to Seamen and Quota Must 
Be Obtained by Volunteer Pian. 

Joseph O'Neil of St. Louis, represent- 
ing the National Security League and 
the Chamber of Commerce, yesterday 
addressed the State Conference on Agri- 
cultural Defense cafled by Gov. Gard- 
ner at Jefferson City, and impressed 
upon them the little-known fact that the 
prospective draft bill does not affect the 
navy, but only the army and marines. 
The navy, he said, can at present ob- 
tain its full quota by volunteering. 

He pointed out that before the food 
supplies produced and conserved here 
for the allies can safely be sent across 
the ocean, the sea lanes must be cleared 
of submarines by the navy, and that 
the navy cannot do its work without a 
full complement of men. He said that 
the repair and use of the seized German 
merchant ships are delayed by lack of 
men, and that the Navy Department is 
in particular need of machinists, mates 
and firemen. 

The convention adopted resolutions to 
the effect that the widest publicity 
should be given to the fact that the pro- 
posed conscription legislation does not 
apply to the navy, which needs 30,000 re- 
cruits, 1000 of them from Missouri.

“The Russian masses whom I represent 
in the Provisional Government fully 
orse President Wilson's war aims,”’ 

. Kerensky, Minister of Justice, de-' 
clared to me today, ; 

“Provided the President was speak- 
ing not as a diplomat, but as the 
mouthpiece of the American people 
when, in his peace note in December 
ho proclaimed a desire for peace with- 
out victory and a re-establishment of 
Buropean Governments along lines of 
racial development the world will find 
the Ruagsian soldiers, sailors and work- 
men lined up behind him in his desire 
to free the German people. 

“Our aim is not to inflict penalties 
that would be provocative of future 
strife. The Russian people are not 
against proper indemnitids, but they are 
aétermined that improper punitive ex- 
actions must not be imposed.” 


Russian soldiers and workmen, who 
now admittedly control the policies of 
the Government, made by the Minister 
of Justice are the first authorative 
declarations.

Revolution Averted Defeat. 

“At that time, with only two days’ 
food supply on hand, instead of three 
weeks’ supply, as at the beginning of 
the war, desertions were so frequent as 
to cause serious impairment of morale. 

“Seventy per cent of the biast fur- 
naces engaged in turning out munitions 
were not working because of the short- 
age of fuel and the metal output hai de- 
creased 75 per cent. 

“Had the’ Germans made an advanc> 
this spring with the old regime still in 
power Petregrad would have fallen. 

‘“Bverybody in Russia knew the im- 
minence of the danger and realized 
that revolution was absolutely necessary 
for the safety of the nation. This ex- 
plains why. it was accomplished wich 
such unanimity. 

“Our technical organization has in- 
creased tremendously under the new 
Government. Moreover, certain mili- 
tary aspects of the revolution are of 
immense military importance. 

“Many nationalities subject to Russia, 
as, for example, the Poles and Finns, 
were openly hostile under tho ola re- 
gime, and would have received the Ger- 
mans with open arms. 

A Result of Free Speech. 

“The previsional Guvernment has con- 
cluded an agreement with the tinns for 
adequate protectioon against 2 possible 
German advance. Hence, Finland is 
now a strong link in the Empire’s line 
of defense. 

“People .abroad must not be misled 
by ‘peace talk prevalent among Russian 
Socialists and labor leaders. Peace 
propaganda under Czarism was ten 
times more prevalent than now. This, 
however, was not only never permitted 
to reach the ears of the outside world.

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he VOLUNTEER PLAN'S. 
PERILS TOLD OF BY 
BRITISH GENERAL 


Experiment Cost England Many 
Lives, and Crippled In- 
*  dustries, He Says. 


TALKS OF ARMY PROBLEMS 


Fanatical 
Gen. 


People Now Almost 
Over Universal Service, 
Bridges Declares. 


WASHINGTON, April %4.—Lieutenant- 
General Bridges, a member of the Brit- 
ish commission, declared here today in 
a talk with newspaper correspondents 
that the British democracy had be- 
come ‘‘almost fanatical’ over univer- 
sal military service. The volunteer sys- 
tem under which the empire entered the 
war, Gen. Bridges said, has cost the 
lives of the most valuable citizens, 
crippled industrial mobilization and im- 
measurably set back England's. efforts 
in the war. 

‘War,’ said Gen. Bridges, ‘‘is no long- 
er a war of expeditions, but is a cate 
of nation against nation. Men, women 
and. children are equally drawn into 
its vortex, the women and children be- 
ing forced into industry and fed on 
half rations in order to supply the men 
at the front. War has become an im- 
mensely democratic’ business and needs 
the full effort of every member of the 
community, directed along the lines 
most necessary to be served.’’ 

Gen. Bridges,. while unwilling to be 
drawn into a discussion of speci c 
American questions, talked most freely 
of the difficulties which had beset En- 
gland when at the beginning of the 
war she converted herself from a peace 
to a War basis and began the immense 
increase of her army from a small 
force to one of the largest in Europe. 

‘The source of our greatest diffi- 
¢ulty,’’ said Gen. Bridges. ‘‘was the 
sending to Europe of virtually our 
whole trained army as an expeditionary 
force. This robbed us. of all training 
officers for our new armies and it was 
only through returned wounded officers 
and the withdrawal of others that we 
were able to build the skeleton for our 
new forces. At the same time we al- 
lowed most of our better class youths, 
university men in many cases, to enter 
the ranks which withdrew them from 
the officers’ class and placed that re- 
sponsibility on far less well equipped 
persons. The wastage of the best 
blood of the nation was enormous. 

No Doubt as to Outcome. 

“It is my opinion that if it had not 
been for Kitchener's immense“person- 
ality we should have had conscription 
within a few months. If Lord Robert’s 
proposal for universal service had been 
enforced, we should have saved enor- 
mously, not only in men but in indus- 
trial efficiency. The great majority of 
army officers would have done any- 
thing to have gotten rid of the volun- 
teer system with which the country 
was at first saddled.’’ 

Gen. Bridges estimated eignt months 
as the necessary time to train a divi 
sion. Individual recruits, however, may 
be made fit to go to the front in a short 
space of 11 weeks provided they are dis- 
tributed in proportions of W among 2 
trained men. War service is at least 
five times as valuable a training as 
peace service is estimated. 

“Artillery must be in great prepon- 
derance,’’ Gen. Bridges said, ‘‘before an 
attack can be initiated. The pavyonet, 
however, is still essential to finally rou: 
the enemy from his trenches. I shou!d 
estimate that the present successes 07 
the western front are due to a Britisi 
preponderance over the Germen artil- 
lery of at least three or four to one. 
There is absoiutely no doubt as to the 
outcome of the war; the only question 
is as to its length.’’ 

Praises French Army. 

Gen. Bridges commented briefly on 
the difficulties of making good fighters 
in a democratic nation full of persona' 
freedom and lacking military experi- 
ence. The French Bourgeois, in the 
General's opinion, makes the ideal sol- 
dier, becaube war has been almost in- 
stinct in his blood since the days of 
Napoleon. Gen. Bridges praised the 
French army in the highest terms, and 
said that there had grown up between 
France and England, former enemies, 2 
feeling that was more than friendship 
und that was almost a love match. 

Gen. Bridges will consult with all 
American army officers and has a Mase 
of detailed information to place at their 
disposal. It is possible he may also meet 
the military committees of Congress.

and entered naval service in 1871. His 
Career has been especially brilliant. Hs 
Was made Captain in 1898, Rear Ad- 
miral in 1907, and commanded a division 
in the Mediterranean fleet. He was 
promoted to Vice Admiral in 1911, was 
appointed Maritime Prefect at Brest 
and afterwards Toulon. The war 
found him at the head of the first 
squadron of the French fleet, of which 
Admiral Lapeyrere was Commander in 
Chief. In this capacity he had to take 
part in the organization and transporta- 
tion of immense numbers of troops suc- 
cessfully carried out through the Medi- 
terranean to Gallipoli, considered one 
of the most brilliant feats of the French 
navy. He also took part with his 
squadron, commonly known as the Dan- 


, tons, in the blockade of the Adriatic in 
, the early war. 


He is a grand officer 
of the Legion of Honor. 


Grandson of Lafayette. 
Americans hold in high esteem Mar- 


guis de Chambroun, a member of the 
Chamber of Deputies, because he is a 
grandson of Lafayette of revolutionary 
fame. He was born in Paris, June Il, 
1865, and, after studying law, he entered 
politics and was in 1898 elected Deputy 
for the Department of Lozere, which 
he has represented ever since. He cen- 
tered his interests on foreign affairs 
and has become a notable authority in 
that line. One of his interests is his 
cultivation of a scheme of intercourse 
between the Parliaments of various 
countries. 

Marquis Pierre de Chambrun is a son 
of. the Marquis de Chambrun who was 
legal adviger for many years of the 
French legation in Washington. The 
Marquis spent his youth here and mar- 
ried Miss Rives Nichols, stepdaughter of 
Bellamy Storer, one-time member of 
Congress and Ambassador to Vienna in 
Roosevelt's administration. His brother, 
Comte Aldebert de Chambrun, was for- 
merly military attache in Washington 
and married a sister of Representative 
Nicholas Longworth. Another brother, 
Comte Charles de Chambrun, for six 
years was secretary of the embassy in 
Washington and now is first secretary 
of the French embassy in Petrograd. 


Authority on Pinance, 
M. Simon, Inspector of Finances, has 


un enviable reputation in France as an 
authority on finance. For a long time 
he was stationed in Mexico, trying to 
adjust the extensive financial interests 
of French citizens there. He was well 
known in financial circles in the United 
States. 

M. Hovelacque, Inspector of Public In- 
struction, is well known in educational 
circles in America. He is a graduate of 
the highest French university and is a 
great admirer of American institutions, 
particularly of the public school system. 

He has paid more than a dozen vis- 
its to the United States, the last only a 
year ago, making a special study of 
educational problems. 

Surgeon-Major Dreyfus is not the 
famous Maj. Dreyfus whose trial nearly 
disrupted tHe French army a decade 
ago. He was a private practicing pby- 
sician at the beginning of the war 
when he was called into military serv- 
ice and attached closely to the person 
of Gen. Joffre, whom he has accom- 
panied on every trip to England, Italy 
and elsewhere.

His Poetic Playing of Beethoven 
and Chopin Delights Big 
Odeon Audience.

GNACE JAN PADEREWSKI, in re 

3 cital last night at the Odeon, gave 
an overwhelming reply to those crit- 
ics who have feared that in his fifty- 
seventh year the Polish master is slip- 
ping from his former eminence, by prov- 
ing anew that he is without controversy 
the finest lyric genius of the pianoforte. 
Liquid and ravishing tone, fastidious 
delicacy in nuance and phrase, and 
above all, exquisite feeling for the, 
poetry of music—these are still his, per- 
haps in more prodigal measure than 
ever before. 

At the same time, he confirmed the 
dictum of James G. Huneker, that 
‘‘Paderewski has never had a fortissimo 
arrow in his quiver.” Whenever it was 
necessary to summon up the mightier 
powers of his instrument, the pianist’s 
strenuous gymnastics resulted too often 
in mere pounding—a confused and roar-~- 
ing clamor which was noise rather than 
music. Paderewski speaking in the soft 
tones of the plano has an utterance as 
enchanting as any in the world; but 
when he raises his voice there is not 
the sonorous oratory of a Hofmann, 

‘ for instance, but only raucous shouting, 
like the bellowing of an Ornstein in a 
“Wild Men’s Dance.’’ In addition, Pad- 
erewsk! has fallen tmto the wholly 
gratuitous habit of belaboring his iu- 
strument with crashing chords before 
each of his numbers; a praatice which 
not only shatters the mood of the recital 
but in time grows extremely lacerating 
to the nerves. 

Leaves Stage to Close Door. 

The great Pole is one of thuse artists 
who owe their vogue to intriguing the 
eye as well as the ear, and the usual 
optical spectacle was not wanting last 
night. It came to a climax witn a sight 
probably never before seen here—that of 
a world-famous pianist breaking off his 


program to stalk from the stage, race 2 


down the aisle behind the boxes and 
struggle with his own hands to close 
a refractory door, a draft from which 
had annoyed his sensitive perceptibili- 
ties. 

The program began with the Brahms 
Variations and Fugue on a theme by 
Handel, in which Paderewski, with the 
exception of some delicious moments, 
Was not especially happy. Mme. Vlga 
Samaroff did the work as a whole morse 
interestingly at a concert here earlier 
in the season. Then came a thoroughly 
admirable performance of Beethoven's 
Thirteenth Sonata, which, instinct with 
imgagination and romantic, beauty, lay 
almost wholly in the pianist’s best - :e- 
tier. As an encore Paderewski played 
with inimitable charm Chopin’s “Ber- 
ceuse.”’ 

Schumann’s overworked ‘Carnaval’ 
followed, and the pianist revealed his 
skill at tonal portraiture in the sharply 
defined distinctions given to the various 
characters thronging into the scene of 
merry making. 

Reaches Heights in Chopin. 

The Chopin group that ensued marked 
the evening’s height of enjoyment, and 
two numbers in particular, the Nocturne 
in G. Major and the Scherzo in b-flat 
Minor, showed the interpreter ut his un- 
rivaled best. Perhaps the Nocturne, 
with its fluttering harmonies singing 
magically under Paderewski’s velvet fin- 
gers, remains the outstanding memory 
of the concert. The formal program 
ended with Liszt’s bizarre Hungarian 
Rhapsody No. 13, introducing a xylo- 
phone-like dance on the higher keys. 

It has become the custom, xt Pader- 
ewski's recitals, to expect a second con- 
cert at the end of the first, in the form 
of numerous encores. So the audience 
remained sitting after the Liszt Rhap- 


sody, and the pianist did not disappoint ' 


them. He first played Debussy’s ‘‘Re- 
flets sur |’'Eau,” and then, without ris- 
ing, Chopin's “Butterfly’’ etude. There 
were vociferous handclappings and 
stampings of feet, and Paderewski ven- 
tured upon the Liszt version of the 
‘Liebestod music from “Tristan und 
Isolde’’—thereby betraying the fact that 
Wagner is Scarcely his forte. ..e 
brought the demonstration to an end 
with his own popular “Minuet.” The 
attendance was large, and was composed 
in considerable part of Piano teachers 
and students.

DRAFT LEGISLATION 


Would Place Control of Food- 
stuff Prices in Hands of Sec- 
retary of Agriculture. 


“DRY” DELEGATES UPSET 


“Gag Rule’ Charged When 


Chairman Declares Prohibition 
Resolution to Be Lost. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch, 


JEFFERSON. CITY, April 2%4.—The 
food conservation conference, which met 
here yesterday, was on the. verge ol 
disruption when Chairman P. P. Lewis 
took steps *to prevent the adoption of 
a resolution demanding national prohi- 
bition as a war measure, 

The fight arose when W. H, Stubble- 
field, a banker from Cape Girardeau, de- 


clared he would present the resolution 
to the full conference after it had been 
defeated in the Resolutions Committee. 

To forestall the presentation before 
the conference of the ‘‘dry’’ resolution, 
Lewis called for a vote on the resolu- 
tions reported out by the committee and 
declared the motion carried without tak- 
ing a negative vote, though four or 
five delegates were on their feet de- 
manding recognition to discuss the resv- 
lutions. There were cries of ‘‘gag rule”’ 
and ‘steam foller’’ heard all over the 
chamber. Representative Whitaker 
from Hickory County denounced the 
action of the chairman and threatened 
an appeal from his decision. 

Gov. Gardner had been sitting beside 
Lewis and directing the meeting, but 
when the uproar began he moved back 
against the wall in a much less con- 
spicuous position. 

Substitute Resolution Adopted. 

After an hour of wrangling a substi- 
tute “dry’’ resolution offered by 
Whitaker was adopted with only two 
disenting votes. It expressed sympathy 
with movement to check use of corn 
and other foodstuffs in the manufacture 
of intoxicants during the war period. 

The calculations of the dry leaders 
were upset when F. D. Mumford, dean 
of the Agriculaure College at Missouri 
University, led the fight in the resolu- 
tions committee against the prohibition 
resolution. Mumford was made chair- 
man of the resolutions committee and 
the “dry” delegates thought he was 
one of them. He made three speeches 
against the resolution on the ground] 
that it was inexpedient. 

A. L. McCawley, a political protege of 
Cornelius Roach, led the fight against 
the dry resolution on the floor of the 
conference. McCawley formerly actel 
as attorney for U. G. Robinson when 
Robinson was ousted as head of the 
Missouri Anti-Saloon League. 

Aside from the fight on prohibition the 
conference went off like a well-oiled 
machine. 

A resolution favoring the selective 
draft for recruiting was adopted with- 
out opposition.

THE LIQUOR MAN’S SIDE OF IT. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
‘)For the past year there has hardly been a day 
thet articles have not appeared in the local pa- 
pets detrimental to the liquor interests. There 
are very few editorial attacks—-most of these 
articles appearing as news items, and these are 
much more dangerous, I believe, than editorials. 
For instance—last week there appeared in one of 
the local papers seven articles detrimental to the 
liquor interests. Many of these articles purport 
to be facts and which the dear public is ready to 
grasp and believe when anything appears in a 
daily paper. | 
_I am going to make an effort to give you a 
little of the Distillers’ and Wholesale Liquor Deal- 
‘ers’ side of the question—I am not so well posted 
about the brewery interests. An article was given 
wide publication in each of the local papers last 
week, stating that the liquor interest absorbed or 
gonsumed approximately 645,000,000 bushels of 
in annually, while any thinking person who 
ows anything about statistics as to the amount 
of grain grown in this glorious country of ours 
“will immediately discontinue reading the article, 
but most people will gulp it down as solemn fact. 
I believe I can say without fear of contradiction, 
that the distilling interests do not consume more 
than 40,000,000 bushels of all grain combined, and 
less than 600@ bushels of wheat in manufacturing 
their product. In connection with the producing 
of these different liquors, when these 40,000,000 
bushels of grain are consumed, one must not for- 
get that the residue of these grains is used for 
feeding cattle for the market, and this cooking 
process which it has undergone improves the 
grain for feeding purposes. 
' Another telegraphic article.appeared in the pa- 
per last week, stating that 15 distillers in Ken- 
tucky had agreed to shut down their plants in or- 
der to conserve the grain used in manufacturing 
whisky, for many reasons, the main one being 
that they wanted to appear loyal and patriotic to 
the Government. This is,very nicely put, but is 
,a2ll bunk and rot because those who know whereof 
they speak know that the Kentucky distillers 
have agreed to shut down for many reasons, and 
those who have not agreed are shutting down par- 
ticularly on account of the high cost of grain. 
s. It is a well-known fact in the trade that a great 
‘many of these Kentucky distillers whom the ar- 
ticle painted as would-be patriots, have an over- 
supply of whisky which they are unable to dispose 
of for many reasons which I shall not attempt to 
enumerate, but the primary reason of some of 
these distillers is to gain wide publicity—how 
loyal and patriotic they are, leading people to be- 
dieve this to be a fact and thereby create a de- 
smand for their particular product in the hope of 
Wisposing of their whiskies that they may take 
care of their financial obligations. . Incidentally, 
however, those distillers who are producing spirits 
and alcohol, located principally around Peoria, 
Til., are as loyal and patriotic as any manufac- 
‘turers to be found in these broad United States. 
Are they shutting down? NO! They could not if 
they wanted to. They are unable to fill their or- 
“ders and are running night and day to supply the 
‘mercantile world with their products. 
+ The public generally is under the impression 
‘and led to believe that the wholesale liquor in- 
“terests have an unlimited fund for political pur- 
“poses: however, it is quite the contrary. The num- 
er of distillers and wholesale liquor dealers in 
the United States is somewhere around 6000, 
while only about 900 of these are members of the 
YNational Wholesale Liquor Dealers’ Association 
‘of America. The dues of this association are $100 
‘per year, with no obligatory assessments. Any- 
one with any grain of sense,can readily see what 
‘an inconsequentia)? source of revenue this is. 
« Naturally, there are some distillers and whole- 
le liquor dealers who are not just what they 
@ught to be; this class of people creep into any 
fhurch or organization, but I will state that so 
gar ac I am conéerned, I have always found the 
istiller and wholesale liquor dealer as honorable 
Sand upright as any other branch of business. 
It ie a known fact among those who are on the 
“inside of the game, that the prohibitionists (this 
takes in the entire prohibition organization) will 
‘do anything to carry their point and their having 
#80 many field men who make their living out of 
these organizations, is one of the reasons why so

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RAILROADS AS ‘‘WAR BRIDES.’’ 

Senators Smith of Georgia, Cummins, Reed and 
others propose a congressional investigation into 
the question of increased rates for railroads. 
They assert that the roads are making such sen- 
sational profits that a relative inerease in the 
value of their stocks rivaling the increase in war 
brides is to be expected. 

Such an investigation would seem ill advised 
under present conditions. The war presents an 
object on which all energy and resources may 
properly be concentrated. There is no denying, 
however, that certain railroad systems, especially 
trunk lines, advantageously situated, have been 
making a great deal of money. The New York 
Central’s freight earnings were $127,866,101 last 
year, an increase of $23,588,010. Passenger earn- 
ings were $45,521,328, an increase from $40,107,752 
last year. The net revenue available for divi- 
dends is $45,659,217. which is 18.3 per cent on the 
capital stock. The Michigan Central’s net earn- 
ings are $6,837,836, which is an increase of §$3,- 
910,478. 

However, the subject of rates is one that may 
wisely be left to the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission.’

NO SHACKLED PRESS. 

One has only to reflect upon two instances of 
incalculable public service rendered by a single 
newspaper in two wars to be convinced of the 
mistaken policy involved in any regulation of 
the press designed to punish honest criticism. 

At the Jutbreak of the Crimean War, in 1853, 
British and French troops were poured into the 
Crimea with no adequate provision for the care 
of the sick and wounded. Thousands perished 
for lack of the simplest medical attention. The 


) London Times, under Editor Delane, did not 


spare the Government in its criticism. The Brit- 
ish War Office stood pat and declared that every- 
thing possible was being done. It was not until 
after months of persistent publicity, during which 
many lives had been needlessly sacrificed, that 
the Government was spurred to action commen- 
surate with the needs of the men, Adequate hos- 
pital facilities were at length established in Con- 
stantinople, under the direction of Florence 
Nightingale. 

Not only did the London Times by its criti- 
cism save untold numbers of lives in the par- 
ticular war, but the incident to a large extent 
furnished the inspiration for the Geneva conven- 
tion of 1864. : 

The second and more recent service of the 
London Times is too well known to need re- 
counting; it led to a reorganization of the Mu- 
nitions Department of the British War Office, 
under Lloyd George, and a substitution of high 
explosive for the less effective shrapnel shell. In 
reply to criticism in this latter case, as in the 
former, the War Office could find no fault with 
itself. It is reasonable to assert, however, that 
but for this exposure by the Times, the recent 
British successes would not have occurred. 

It is one thing to prevent the publication of 
news useful to the enemy; it is quite @ different 
thing to attempt to render our representatives

The German submarines hope to sink 1,-

HE University of the State of New 
T York has found an answer to the 

_ elamorous demand of public school 
children that they be allowed to do their 
bit for the Government during the war. 
i The answer was supplied by Mrs. Anna 

. Hedges Talbot, sister of Isaac A. Hedges 
7 of St. Louis, the university’s specialist in 
‘yocational education for girls, who has 
been engaged for several weeks in vis- 
iting public schoc)}s throughout the State 
and showing principals and teachers how 
their regular sewing and cooking classes 
‘can be made into instruments of public 
good without altering their routine. In 
several cities girls who have been taught 
sewing and who, tili Mrs. Talbot visited 
the schools, were making party dresses 
for themselves, are now sewing for the 
Red Cross, making pajamas, hospital 
shirts and every other form of garment 
that may be needed in war time. 

The ninth grade classes in the city of 
Buffalo made 1000 such garments in two 
weeks. 

_In Troy the boys of the pubiic schools, 
observing how much the girls were ac- 
complishing by knitting socks and 
mufflers, demanded that they too be 
supplied with warn ard knitting needles. 

In several Brooklyn schools, notably 
Frasmus High School and Public 
Schools’ Nos. 9 and 19, boys and girls 
are already hard at work making 
garments for the Red Cross, “nd in 
gome instances for day nurseries and 
infants’ asylums as well. 

“New York has become interested,”’ 
- Mrs. Talbot told me yesterday, ‘‘and I 

“believe the movement will spread 
through the schools of Manhattan. 

“TIT believe,”” she added, ‘‘that the 
best preparation a girl can have for 
everyday life is to be prepared for 
emergencies, and that the present nat- 
fonal emergency will be of great con- 
structive value to the women of this 
country. 

“I was brought up in St. Louis, 
Mo., by a German mother, and 
learned to do everything for myself— 
make my own clothes, do every kind 
of housework and learn everything 
possible concerning the preparation 
of food. I believe the war will compel 
us to go: back to pioneer methods in 
large Measure and will restore to the 
American woman, consequently, the 
vaiue and usefulness of the pioneer 
mother.” 

Mrs, Talbot, who is the wife of Dr.

The vegetable garden move- 
ment is the crux of the whole situa- 
tion, of course, and | suggest the 
economy of’ community crops of vege- 
tables. Because of the poor condi- 
tion of soil in the average backyard 
or suburban lot, it may not pay one 
individual to grow vegetables after 
the cost of fertilizers has been con- 
sidered. But this difficulty may be 
overcome by community gardens 
where the cost of fertilizers and labor 
is divided among groups. Pratt . In- 
stitute is now experimenting in  pre- 
serving, by the use of one-third sugar 
and two-thirds salt. The effect is said 
to be the same as if all sugar had 
been used, but I do not believe definite 
results have been announced. 

“These little things are important 
because after vegetables and fruit 
crops are grown the surplus must be 
conserved, and housewives should 
learn to do these things for them- 
selves as their grandmothers did. 

“An excellent economy consists in 
buying grain at a seed store and grind- 
ing it yourself. This does away with the 
profit on package goods. You can buy 
wheat, barley and corn, grind it yourself 
and get better meal. And’I recommend 
the buying of brown rice. 


“Every device which will save time, 
labor or fuel should be at the service of 
the housewife. She cannot save money 
except by taking advantage of all these 
things,’’ Mrs. Talbot concluded:

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Missouri Botanical Garden Landscape Designer Expfains tis Drawing 


Owner Can Have Small 
Farm, Space for Sports, 
Yet Realize His Great Love 
for Gardens and Native 
Scenery. 


By JOHN NOYES. 
Landscape Designer to the Missouri 
Botanical Garden. 
HE accompanying plan gives a de- 
T sign for a small estate of approxi- 
mately three acres. The plot cho- 
sen for the design is typical of what is 
found in St. Louis County. It is 300 feet 
wide and about 450 feet in depth. The 
natural grade of the plot ascends from 
that.of the highway at the north to th- 
house site, about three feet in 100 feet 
to the edge of the ravine in the rear, 
then descends more rapidly to the creek 
bottom about one foot in 4 feet. There 
is no tree or shrub growth on the place 
except that in the ravine at the south, 
which is a thicket of native plants, 
trees, shrub undergrowth ard herba- 
ceous plants, such as sassafras, river 
birch witch hazel, native hydrangea, 
ferns, etc. 

There is no rock outcrop an4 the soil 
is in good condition for development. 

The idea of the design is to present a 
development that is in a sense complete: 
where the owner coujd have a small 
farm, space for certain sports of which 
he is exceptionally fond, yet realize his 
great love for gardens and native scen- 
ery. It happens that there are no very 
impressive distant views so that he must 
create his own views and vistas within 
his own grounds. 

House in Simple Design. 

The house is in simple design, dig- 
nified, comfortable and homelike, not 
flamboyant or showy. It is placed about 
100 feet from the highway and is on the 
center line of the plot. It is ap- 
proached by a double-entrance, curv- 
ing road, symmetrical with respect to 
the center line of the house. The space 
between this curving road is left open to 
provide an adequate approach and set- 
ting for the house. The owner feels 
that he owes the public this attractive 
view of his home, though he conceals 
the balance of his property from pub- 
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lic gaze, by dense borders of shrub- 
bery and .small trees. 

The service portions of the house and 
grounds are at the east. The combined 
garage, stable and henhouse, the serv- 
ice court, laundry yard and pasture for 
the cow are at the north end and the 
more attractive service features, name- 
ly, the orchard and vegetable garden, 
are at the south, where they may be 
seen from the rear terrace. The orna- 
mental value of the orchard is univer- 
sally recognized and that of.the vege. 
table garden is coming to be so, espe- 
clally when bordered with a grape ar- 
bor and cut flowers as is this. 

At the west of the house is the smail 
water garden, the narrow rose garden, 
the tennis court and swimming pool, all 
heavily |} banked in with shrubbery.

Table for Boiling Vegetables. | 


REEN vegetables should be thor- 
oughly washed and then put in 
water that is just beginning to boil. Salt 
should not be added until nearly done.

Winding paths lead in ali direc- 
tions and reveal new mysteries at every 
turn. Here the plants occur in very 
small groups and are intermingled free- 
ly, exactly as they occur in similar lo- 
cations in nature.

A design such as this, detailed witl 
simple and inexpensive yet durable maé 
terials, could be developed and main- 
tained by a person with an income of 
$4000 to $000 per year.

It is self-evident that other home sites 
of the same arca, but of different dl- 
mensions, would require a muck. differ- 
ent arrangement than the one shown 
here.

An existing orchard, fine native 
oak trees, greater differences of grade, 
attractive exterior views and other va- 
riations on this same place might have 
made quite a different design.

INCE the establishment of the For- 
S est Service we have learned a 
host of things about lumber, but 
more interesting to the lay reader are 
the results of experiments with lumber 
waste. Who, in the last generation, 
would have dreamed that some day wa 
would be making artificial silks from 
sawdust? Yet that is exactly what t+ 
being done. Other fabrics are success- 
fully being woven. That ali our cloth- 
ing may eventually be made from wood 
pulp paper fabrics, and be both durabie 
and inexpensive, is not beyond present 
possibility. 

Lumoper waste that was once consid- 
ered worthless is now mixed with small 
quantities of wood pulp, made into pa- 
per, sometimes mixed with cotton or 
woollen fleece, and then spun into “silk” 
reckties and “silk’’ socks. Nor are these 
the only commodities that are veing 359 
made with success, says Popular Scien 
Monthly. It is already a matter of ecor- 
omy “to manufacture articles from sput 
paper, which range in diversity from 
furniture and rugs to sult cases and 
flour bags. 

Equaily as interesting is the manner 
in which the paper is spun inte twine 
and into thread. In a process for mak- 
ing twine the paper is first cut into long 
strips and about one inch wide: These 
strips are then passed. through a ma- 
chine which corrugates them in the dl- 
rection of their lengths... These are then 
twisted by hand into the shape of twine. 
The twine is finally reduced to the proper 
diameier by feeding it Into other ma 
chines which wind the thread up Very 
tichtly. A process of this kind is used 
for making the larger size twines and 
ropes,.and for heavy cables for towing 
ships. 

For making the tiread that is used in 
clothing, another preliminary process 
must be used. In tuis a-wide shect of 
moistened wood pulp is fed into a com- 
pression roller under another sheet of 
either cotton or wvollen fleece of the 
same width. Both theets are quite soit 
so that after they have been forced 
through the heavy rollers they will come 
out with their fibers interengaged and in 
the form of one solid web. The duplex 
web so formed is then placed in a cut- 
ting machine and divided into long, nar- 
row strips. These may then be hana- 
twisted and spun in a manner similar 
to that used in making the finer twincs 
iescribed above. 

Thus paper mattings are taking the 

place of burlap wall papers; 


they are 


serving as vectinn & for beiebeansin and oil 
cloths, and they are being used in great 
quantities in the making of fancy paper 
novelties. And these facts become all 
the more amazing when we consider 
the entire spun paper industry is 
a few yeais old. 5 
By fac'tne most astonishing p 
however, has been made in the progres 
tion of spun paper for expensive cotton 
and flax tn the making of artificial linen. 
The United States is not alone in this, 
however. Germany and Austria are now 
using spun paper far more extensive 
thar are we; in fact. their use of it “4 
enabled them to Solne many of th 
war problems :
